The Japanese students In America 
are significant of Japan's worldwide 
hunt for efficiency. The Japanese gov¬ 
ernment spends upward of $150,000 n 
year in sending Its best studentH to 
America sod Europe to learn tbe latest 
educational methods and to garner the 
most advanced results uf tbe scientific 
research of tbe world. There are about 
150 of these subsidised students study 
tng in various countries today, and 
each year tbey carry back to their na¬ 
tive land not only great stores of scien 
title knowledge, bat also the latest In 
formation about manufacturing proc¬ 
esses of all kinds. Each student has u 
maximum allowance from the govern 
ment of fS»0 a year, and in special 
cases this may be Increased by ns 
much as $750 more for touring or spe 
cial study. In all cases an allowance of 
$100 is made for outfit, which probably 
accounts for Jbe fact that every Japa 
nese student owns s frock cost aud a 
silk bat. In addition $350 is allowed 
for traveling expenses each way to stu 
dents who go to study in the western 
states and $400 to those who go to ©c*.

| pertinent stations show that twelve 
pounds of whey from separator sklm- 
mllk cheese are equal to one pound of 
grain for pig feeding or one pound of 
skim milk equals two pounds of'whey 
lr\ feeding value. Experiments at the 
Wisconsin station show a higher feed¬ 
ing value for whey, as It contains 
more fut and casein than that, use<i 
abroad. A suitable feed may be made 
by mixing together, equal parts of 
shorts, ground oats, bran and corameal 
made Into a moist state Just thick 
enough to |>our well. Whey Is tbeu 
fed lu the same way as skltnmllk or 
may lie freely mixed with other feed 
stuffs.
